Hanna Says McKinley Will Be Nominated 
on the First Ballot. 


THAT HE HAS ENOUGH NOW 


And More, Too, To Insure His Nomi- 


nation, 


CLARKSON DIFFERS WITH HIM SOMEWHAT 


He Says if the ‘‘Field’”’ Holds Firm the 
Ohio Man Will Not Be the Choice 
of the National Convention. 


Washington, May 3.—It seems to be set- 
tled that McKinley will be the republican 
nominee for president. 

For the first time in his long political 
career Matt Quay has been entirely off in 
his political judgment. He has been out- 
witted and outgeneraled by a man who has 
had little previous experience in politics. 
But Mark Hanna has had money and lots 
of it. Almost every protected manufact- 
urer in the land has contributed to the Mc- 
Kinley fund and it has again been proven 
that money will tell in politics. Hanna re- 
sorted to the same tactics that were used 
to bring about the nomination of Mr. Cleve- 
land four years ago and again those tac- 
tics have proved successful. 

Tom Reed is the most disappointed man 
in America. He had thought up to Friday 
that he stood a good chance of being the 
republican nominee. Now he has aban- 
doned all hope and admits that McKinley 
will be the man. McKinley is as victorious 
over Reed this time as the Maine man was 
over him when they+were both candidates 
for speaker of the fifty-first congress. Then 
Reed gave McKinley the best thing he had 
at his disposal—the chairmanship of the 
Ways and means committee. Should Mc- 
Kinley do the fair thing he will tender to 
Reed the state department folio in the 
event of his election. The chances are, 
however, that McKinley has already 
promised ail his cabinet places. 

Platt Is Disappointed. 

McKinley’s success is a death knell to the 
ambition of the New York republican boss, 
Tom Platt Platt’s highest ambition for 
many years has been to be secretary of the 
treasury. He was disappointed that it was 
not given him under the Harrison adminis- 
tration. He was counting upon it this time 
by the man he and Quay would be able 
to nominate over McKinley. But the Ohio 
man now has a sure thing of it and Platt’s 


hope has departed. E. W. B. 


HANNA’S CLAIM. 


McKinley Will Get More Than Enough 
on First Ballot. 

Cleveland, O., May 3.+<Special.)—Accord- 
ing to a statement just issued from Mc- 
Kinley’s headquarters here, MeKinley will 
have 505 votes at St. Louis on the first 
ballot, or 49 more than the required num- 
ber. McKinley is credited-with the follow- 
ing gains during the past week: 

Iliinois, 24; Vermont, 8; Michigan, 14; 
Missouri, 2; North Carolina, 2; Arizona, 6; 
Alabama, 2; Georgia, 3: total 61. 

In his latest table General Grosvenor cred- 
ited McKinley with but twenty-four votes 
in Illinois. Now the McKinley men claim 
forty-eight, the entire vote of the state. 
Their claim is based on the fact that Cul- 
lom ig out of the race and their belief 
that the action of the state convention will 
bind all the Illinois delegates. In addi- 
tion to this is the fact that Dr. Jamieson, 
leader in the anti-McKinley forces in Illi- 
nois, telegraphed Mark Hanna during the 
convention that McKinley would get all 
the delegates or none at all. Mr. Hanna 
believes that through the state convention 
he has captured all of them. 

There were two conventions in Arizona, 
but the McKinley manager claims, with 
confidence that seems to be based on inside 
information, that the delegates elected

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HOW CLARKSON MAKES IT. 


McKmley Will Be Shorter on First 
Ballot Than Blaine Was. . 

Washington, M2; 3.—Among republicans 
in Washington today @re Mr. Fessenden, 
member of the republican national com- 
mittee for Connecticut, and Mr. Clarkson, 
member from Iowa. 

These gentlemen had conferences with 
Senator Quay and Senator Allison and 
other friends, and this evening Mr. Clark- 
80n Was asked: 

“Has McKinley a majority of the dele- 
gates already, and what is there to claim 
that he will be nominated by acclama- 
tion ?”” 

“He has not nearly a majority yet, nor 
will he, in my juigment,” said Mr. Clark- 
son, “enter the convention with a ma- 
jority. Indeed, he will be shorter of a 
majority on the first ballot at St. Touis 
than Blaine was in the emotional year of 
1876; Grant in 1880, or Sherman in 1888, 
when the latter, in a field of fourteen 
candidates voted for, on the first ballot 
had 329 votes. He will not be nominated 
by acclamation, because I can say posi- 
tively that Allison, Quay and Morton wil] 
remain in the contest, and so surely will 
Reed, and I judge so will Bradley and 
Cullom. Allison has not the least idea of 
withdrawing. I believe that is true of the 
other candidates and their states. Mc- 
Kinley will fall from 80 to 1m votes short 
of enough to nominate at the start, and 
the field will renresent from 525 to 55 
votes.’ By the field, I mean Allison, Reed, 
Quay, Bradley, Morton and Culiom, al- 
ready suggested, and such other available 
men as Harrison, Lincoln, Foraker, Ho- 
bart, Davis and General Tracy, of New 
York.”’ | 

Harrison Available and Desirable. 

Mr. Clarkson further expressed the opin- 
ion that “the field would hold firm.’’ Re- 
ferring to his allusion to General] Harri- 
son being in the available field of candi- 
dates, Mr. Clarkson said: 

“In one respect, Harrison would give 
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the earliest certainty of any one who 
could be nominated, for the day he should 
be nominated the country would know 
exactly what his policy as president would 
be on tariff, and exactly what it would be 
on finance, and this would quickly bring 
confidence and good times behind it.” 

He considers General Grosvenor’s tables 
as grossly inaccurate and says: 

“The result in Illinois has been greatly 
exaggerated to McKinley's benefit. Grosve- 
nor claims it as practically solid, whereas 
it will take the first ballot at St. Louis to 
show whether it will be a majority for Mc- 
Kinley or a majority against him. Many 
more mistakes could be pointed out, but 
these are samples of the rest.” 

Mr. Clarkson's approximate table of the 
first ballot, divided between McKinley and 
the field and the unsettled contests so far 
as the delegates have yet been elected, fig- 
ures up from a total of 918 delegates, 298 
for McKinley, 403 the field, 81 contested and 
136 not elected. Regarding the contests, 
Mr. Clarkson remarked: 

“By the rules of the party all these con- 
tests will be heard by the national commit- 
tee, which makes up the temporary roll of 
the national convention. Each state in the 
temporary convention elects a member of 
the committee on credentials and the con- 
testants are heard again before this com- 
mittee, The convention itself will also 
hear the contestants through the report of 
the committee on credentials. So there 
will be three careful organizations of all 
these contests, insuring the fairest decision 
at last.’’ 

Every Contest a Fair Hearing. 

“What about the reports as to the na- 
tional committee and how it stands, and 
how these contests are going to be 
decided ?’’ 

“The national committee is made up of 
good and trained republicans, the most of 
them of long service and all of them care- 
ful of the party's interest and honor and 
all representative men in their respective 
States. While a majority of the national 
committee doubtless prefers some other 
candidate from personal choice and party 
interest it is safe to say that they will 
give as fair a hearing to every contest as 
will the committee on credentials or the 
committee itself. Four-fifths of the con- 
tests are represented by McKinley people, 
who bolted from the regular state or dis- 
trict conventions of the party. The con- 
vention at St. Louis, which is going to be 
a very serious affair, will result in showing 
that the sober judgment of-a majority of 
the delegates in that body will, from party 
interest, be in favor of some other candi- 
date than McKinley.” 


“ME, TOO,” SAYS PLATT. 


The New York Boss Says McKinley 
Isn’t Out of the Woods. 

New York, May 3..—Ex-Senator Thomas 
C. Platt has this to say: 

“The McKinley followers are hurrahing 
before they are out of the woods. If they 
are to be believed, the man from Ohiec 
has already realized delegates enough to 
nominate him at St. Louis, and the rest 
of the proceedings are of no interest to 
them. A glance ai the actual state of 
affairs shows that the contest for the 
republican nomination is sill an open 
one, with the chances in favor of one of 
MeKinley’s opponents) Perhaps one of the 
fairest and most reasonable of the Mc- 
Kinley organs is The Philadelphia Press. 
it prints a table every day giving its esti- 
metes of the strength of the different 
candidates at the time. Its table of the 
3d instant shows that 76S delegaes had 
been chosen up to the evening of Satur- 
day, leaving 193 to be elected. It assigns 
401 of the delegates chosen to Mé¢Kinley, 
97 to Reed, 69 to Morton, 12 to Cullom, 42 
to Allison, 56 to Quay, 16 to Bradley and 
places 75 in the doubtful list. 

“It is certain that not one of those 
among the doubtful will vote for Mec- 
Kinley. His managers have made an ag- 
gressive fight in every state and in every 
district, and where their men have been 
beaten it is safe to say that the success- 
ful candidate is not a.McKinley delegate. 
As for the 401 votes claimed for the latest 
Napoleon, the seats of 69 delegates assign- 
ed to him from Alabama, Florida, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, South Carolina and 
Texas are contested, aml no properly con- 
stituted body would think for a moment of 
allowing their flimsy claims. The loss of 
these 69 votes reduces McKintey’s strength 
at one blow to 322 votes, or 129 less than 
the number required to nominate him. And 
there remain among these 332 not fewer 
than 18 from Indiana, 4 from Tennessee, 
4 wrongfully claimed from Maryland and 
2 wrongfully claimed in Kentuckv, 28 
votes in all, which will not be cast for the 
Canton candidate. It is the most remark- 
able case of counting chickens before they 
are hatched that has ever yet been 
known. 

“The McKinley managers make a great 
ado over the action of the Illinois state 
convention on Thursday last. In reality, 
the McKinley instructions at Springfield 
affect just 4 votes, and no more, in the 
St. Louis convention. * * * It is no 
secret, either, that ‘Mr. Hanna: is in sore 
trouble at home. At least fwenty of the 
Ohio delegates are opposed to McKinley's 
nomination, and propose to break loose 
from him the first opportunity. The Ohto 
man has not hesita‘ed to invade the ter- 
ritories of his opyonents, and now that 
his own province is in revolt, it will be 
wise for him to look after his home fences. 
With twenty of his. delegages ready to 
desert at the eariiest pretext, the Ohio 
delegation will require close attention for 
the next six weeks.’”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Platt says: “‘Those in 
touch with the people, and who carefully 
strive to act as wise leaders are not con- 
cerned as to the outcome of the St. Louis 
convention. The would-be bosses may well 
be alarmed, for in the end calm reasoa 
must assert sway, and the right must 
therefore surely prevail.’’ 


Vote So Far Assured. 

Washington, May 3.—General Grosvenor 
gave out his usual weekly statement of 
McKinley delegates selected tonight. He 
claims the election of 495 who are instruct- 
ed or pledged to the Ohio candidate. He 
points out that there are 118 votes unelect- 
ed, and claims that Mr. McKinley will 
have more than 100 of that number. He 
furthermore states that there are unnamed 
and unclaimed delegates east of the Alle- 
gheny mountains among the delegates 
counted for other candidates, twenty who 
will support McKinley. 
IOWA SHOWS A STRONG HAND. 
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Saturday’s Primaries Put the State 
Safe for Free Coinage. 


Des Moines, Iowa, Muay 3.—The contest 
in Iowa, it would seem, has been practical- 
ly settled so far as the position of the ma- 
jority of the democrats of the state on the 
Silver question is concerned. Yesterday’s 
primaries elected 194 delegates to the state 
convention, of which 132 were instructed 
for free silver. In many of the conventions 
held, the contest was very bitter, and the 
attendance of delegates and spectators 
large. 

In all the conventions the name of Gov- 
ernor Boies was received with much en- 
thusiasm,. and he will probably be elected 
a delegate at large to the Chicago conven- 
tion. The silver men are making a move 
to have him selected as chairman of the 
resolutions commiitee, while he will be 
backed for the presidential nomination by 
the entire state if the silver men carry their 
point at the Dubuque convention pn May

Will Become a Great Battle Ground 
Once Again. 


THIS TIME FREE COINAGE 


Will Lead the People in the Fight for 
the State. 


BLAND’S FRIENDS WILL PUSH HIS NAME 
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The State Will Be Invaded by Vest, 
Stone and Others, Who Are Na- 
tive Kentuckians. 


Frankfort, Ky., May 3.—(Special.)—Ken- 
tucky will be the battle ground of the great 
currency fight within the ranks of the dem- 
ocratic party, and the present indications 
are a complete victory for the advocates 
of the white metal. 

The managers of the campaign of Sena- 
tor Bland, of Missouri, have decided that 
Kentucky is the key to tlge currency 
fight, and this opinion is indorsed by Presi- 
dent; Cieveland and Secretary Carlisle, 
who say that if the silver men can be 
turned down in this state a ‘‘sound money” 
victory at the Chicago convention is as- 
sured. 

The silver democrats will organize the 
State and make a fight to prevent instruc- 
tions for Carlisle, and for a straightout 
plank in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
They will accept no compromise, but will 
fight the issue out on that line. 

Senator Blackburn, has written to Ken- 
tucky demanding the silver men make a 
fight for a 16 to 1 plank and to ignore any 
sort of compromise. He also insists that 
each county convention pass resolutions 
condemning the ‘‘sound money’”’ democrats 
who refused to support him during the 
senatoria! tight and also to adopt resolu- 
tions indorsing the stand assumed by the 
silver members who voted for the demo- 
cratic senatorial nominee. 

The plans of. the silver democrats are 
shown by the action of the first of the 
precinct meetings held by the silverites. 
This mass meeting convened at Athens, 
in Fayette county, and resolutions were 
passed demanding the adoption of a i6 to 


1 plank in the state platform and pledging ‘ 


the silverites who attended the ‘neeting to 
vote for no man unless he is an advocate 
of free silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. Similar 
meetings will be held in every precinct in 
the state and resolutions of the same char- 
acter adopted. 

Headquarters Have Been Opened. 

Headquarters have been opened in each 
congressional district and free silver liter- 
ature is being scattered broadcast over the 
state. The organization of the silver men 
is perfect, and the only thing that can 
bring defeat is the failure of the farmers 
to turn out at the county -conventions 
which will select delegates to the state con- 
vention to be held at Lexington. In the 
opening bout in the currency fight the in- 
tentions of the “‘ sund money’ democrats 
to use the party machinery for all it was 
worth against the silver nren were made 
known in a somewhat startling manner. 

At the meeting of the state central com- 
mittee, held at Louisville, it was ordered 
that the delegates to the state convention 
be selected by mass county conventions, in 
the face of the protest of the silver mem- 
bers of the committee, who contended that 
the fairest way to select the delegates ac- 
cording to the sentiment in each county 
was by precinct primaries. The silverites 
were again given the marble heart, when 
the committee in determining the basis 
of representation of each county, ruled 
that either the vote of 1893 or 18% could be 
used. This gives the ‘‘sound money” dem- 
Ocrats a big advantage, as in the last 
State election in 1895 the democratic major- 
ities in the “sound money” districts were 
wiped away. Under the ruling of the com- 
mittee, however, they can use the vote of 
1893 as a basis and thereby secure the same 
number of delegates they would be entitled 
to had the ‘‘sound money” districts gone 
democratic last fall. The ‘‘sound money”’ 
democrats rely on the influence of the na- 
tional administration to do the work in 
the state convention. There is no doubt 
that with precinct primaries the state 
wouid instruct for free silver with a 
whoop. But the free silver men in the 
various counties are not politicians and in 
the county conventions their chief danger 
lies in the fact that the “sound money”’ 
politicians and members of the courthouse 
machines will be on hand, and by shrewd 
parliamentary tactics apply the gage law 
and rush through “sound money” resolu- 
tions before the farmers realize what has 
been done. 

However, the happenings in Kentucky 
during the last year have fired the silver 
men and they have reached the point 
where some goldbug will get hurt if they 
are .not allowed fair play. There is a 
great deal of talk in silver ranks about 
bolting at the state convention in event 
“sound money”’ resolutions are adopted. 
There will be no bolt on the part of the 
Silverites if the goldbugs triunfph unless 
unfair methods are resorted to in order to 
defeat free silver. ‘‘Sound money’’ demo- 
crats admit in private that the sentiment 
in the democratic party in the state is 
Overwhelmingly in favor of free silver, 
but a stumping tour which Secretary Car- 
l'sle will make through the state during 
the. coming month is expected to turn the 


tide. 
Many Listened to Tillman. 

Senator Tiliman made two speeches in 
Kentucky this month, one at Owensporo 
and the other at Lexington, and the size 
and enthusiasm of the audiences which 
greeted him not only opened the eyes of 
the “sound money” democrats, but demon- 
Strated the fact that the silver men out- 
numbered the gold men two to one. 

But for the action of Secretary Cavlisle 
in demanding that the “sound money” 
dem: @rats make a straightout fight for a 
“sound money” platform at the state con- 
vention, the differences between the two 
factions would have been adjusted and 
harmony restored in democratic ranks in 
the state. It was understood between tie 
leaders of the factions that the state ecn- 
vention should instruct for Car'isi- for 
president, but adjourn without adop‘ing a 
platform, leaving that to the Chicago cc n- 
vention. The leaders of the currency fac- 
tions favored this plan as the best menus 
of avoiding a contest that would c'sinte- 
grate the party and perhaps make the 
State republican this fall. About t time 
matters were reaching the stage where 
the white wing of peace could be seen 
in the distance Carlisle’s letter cemanding 
a fight for “sound money” ‘nstruccions ar- 
rived in Kentucky and then ‘! ¢ fun resan. 
Many silver men believe that Carl sle’s

Bland and Matthews Want Kentucky. 


The Bland men will make Kentucky the 
battle ground of the candidacy of the Mis- 
souri statesman, and will fioud the state 


with silver crators. 

Governor Stone, of Missouri, will arrive 
in the state during the month and stump 
it from end to end. Senators Vest and 
Daniel will also make speech-making tours 
and other nut‘onal tights in the silver camp 
will take the stump. The Biand people 
want the instructions of the state conven- 
tion and are willing to fight for them, 
They say that if Kentucky had a free Ssil- 
ver candidate fcr the presidency they 
would not invade the state in an_ effort 
to capture it for Bland, but as Carlisle 
is a gold man, they do not recognize his 
claims. 

Governor Matthews, of Indiana, is also 
after the instructions of the state conyen- 
tion. Both Bland and Matinews are hen- 
tuckians and both are working the “‘nativi- 
ty racket.’ Senator Vest and Governor 
Stone, of Missouri, both claim Kentucky 
as their native heath and the quartet 
say that on the ground of nativity their 
claims are equal to those of Secretary Car- 


lisle. - 

Until this week the “sound money’ dem- 
ocrats have shown no sigas of activity, 
but on Thursday a big consultation was 
held at Louisville, sound money democrats 
from each congressional district in the 
state being present. Plans for a thorough 
organization of the state were perfected 
and committees were appointed and in- 
structed to get down to work at once, 
Colonel Dick Tyler, who was the democrat- 
ic candidate’ for lieutenat governor 
in the Waterloo of last fall, was made 
chairman of the sound money organization, 
A committee was selected to prepare an ad- 
dress to the democrats of Ahe state to be 
issued the coming week. The plan of or- 
ganization is an excellent one, and will 
doubtless be followed in other states. A 
committee of five was appointed by the 
chairman of the meeting. This committee 
will select a committee of eleven members 
from the state at large which shall be 
known as the state central campaign com- 
mittee, which shall have headquarters at 
Louisville. Each member of the commit- 
tee will select a chairman of a campaign 
committee for his congressional district, 
who shall orgaHize a campaign committee 
composed of one member from each coun- 
ty or legislative district, the said county 
or legislative district member to be the 
chairman of a campaign committee for his 
county or legislaitve dis*~ict to be com- 
posed of members selected by the county 
or legislative district chairman from each 
election preeinect of his county or legisla- 
tive district. 

A Thorough Organization. 

This elaborate plan of organization shows 
that the sound mYoney democrats realize 
that they have a hot fight on hand. In 
the sinews ef war they will not be iack- 
ing, as the bankers of the state have 
lcosened up their money bags and are 
working hand ‘n hand with the national 
administraticn. 

Senator Blackburn, who hase borne the 
silver banner through the hottest of the 
fight, will be in the state during May and 
will again go on the stump. Watt Har- 
din will open the ball by a silver speech 
at Richmond on Wednesday, when he will 
answer the sound money argument to be 
made by Hon, Pryor Force, the sound 
money cartdidate for ccngress in McCrea- 
ry’s district. In the state convention 
Blackburn, Hardin, Rhea, James and Jack 
Chinn will lead the silver fight. Hither 
Senator Lindsay or Congressman McCrea- 
ry will be the leader of the goldbug dem- 
ocrats on the floor of the convention, Many 
sound money democrats who will be candi- 
dates for democratic nominations during 
the next four years, are crawling in their 
holes and will refuse to take an active 
part in the fight. The silverites have de- 
cided on the following ticket for delegates 
at large to he Chicago copvention: 

Senator ‘iavkburn, Watt Hardin, Jack 
Chinn and John Rhea. 

The sound money democrats will prob- 
ably have: 

Senator Lindsay, Congressman McCrea- 
ry, Genertil Simon Bolivar Buckner, and 
perhaps Secretary Carlisle on their slate 
for delegates at larga 3 

Unless there is a decided change in sen- 
timent in the state between the present 
and the day of the state convention, noth- 
ing but a qmiracle can prevent an over- 
whelming victory in the convention for 
free silver. The rank and file cf the dem- 
oecratic party in Kentucky are for free sil- 
ver, and these men are not in a humor 
to be defeated through any shrewd polit- 
ical scheming cr through treachery or in- 
fluence from the national administration. 

Tillman and Blackburn have enthused 
the boys in the silver trenches, and now 
only the clear arguments and educational 
speeches of Bryan, of Nebraska, Daniel 
and Vest are needed to increase the silver 
majority. The first, second, third and 
fourth districts. which lie in the western 
part of the state, are almecst a unit for 
silver, and it is probable that the sound 
money democrats will not attempt much 
of a fight in that section of the state. The 
other distvicts, however, will be the scenes 
of warm fights. The silver men have open- 
ed headquarters in the fifth or Louisville 
district, the goldbug stronghold of the 
stat>. and will make a warm contest for 
the election of silver delegates, even in 
the hotbed of goldbugism. The silver men 
have burned all bridges bebind them and 
will insist on a fight to the end. 


MAY ADJOURN NEXT MONTH. 


The Senate Will Have a California Sea 
Harbor Bill. 

Washington, May 3.—In the senate to- 
morrow Mr. Frye will call up the river 
and harbor bill. 

Mr. Frye hopes to get this important 
measure passed inside of two days. The 
only item that is expected to cause trouble 
is that providing for the construction of a 
deep sea harbor at Santa Monica, Cal., 
which is being entagonized by the Cali- 
fornia senators, and upon which a lively 
fight is being waged in favor of the rival 
harbor of San Pedro. So many and divers 
interests are in favor of the 1g@ver and har- 
bor appropriations that no serious difficul- 
ty is anticipated in putting them through 
the senate, notwithstanding the large ad- 
dition to the drain on the treasury made 
by the upper chamber, 

The District of Columbia appropriation 
bills comes next in order and after that 
shall have been disposed of there will only 
be the fortification and the general de- 
ficiency appropriation bill to be acted upon 


by the senate. 

Republican managers intend, if they can, 
to put all the appropriation bills through 
the senate by May 15th. This, according 
to their programme, will leave two weeks 
clear in which to discuss and adjust in 
conference the difference between the house 
and senate as to particular items of ap- 
propriation and will open the way to an 
adjournment on June Ist. Similar pre- 
dictions have been heard in many previous 
long sessions of congress, but have seldom 
been fulfilled. 

The only item of business that has begn 
decided upon for the consideration of the 
house of representatives this week is the 
report of elections committee No. 1 upon 
the contested election case of Rinaker ver- 
sus Downing, from the sixteenth Illinois 
district. In this case the majority of 
the committee recommend the unseating 
of Downing, the democratic candidate, who 
was given the certificate, and the seating 
of Rinaker, his republican opponent. The 
minority, with whom Mr, Moody, repub- 
lican, of Massachusetts, unites, recom- 
mended a recount of the votes. rigorous 
fight will be made over this re for if 
the report be agreed to it will exclude from 
the house the last remaining democrat in 
the Illinois delegation of twenty-two mem- 
bers. 

Tomorrow is suspension day, and unless 
the committee on rules shall otherwise de- 
termine before the house meets, the ses- 
sion will be devoted to motions to pass bills 
under suspension of the rules. Two days 
will probably be given for the considera- 
tion of private pension bills, which will 
enable the committee on invalid pensions 
to make some progress toward clearing 
the calendar of that class of measures.

THE QUEEN OF 
SPAIN'S SPEECH 


May Outline Spain’s Policy Toward 
Cuba Hereafter. 


LIRERAL LAWS ARE EXPECTED 


Wheu the New Cortes Convenes and 
Gets To Work. 


A REVIEW OF THE COLONIAL LAWS 


Indicates That Spain Has Been More 
Liberal Than Is Supposed To- 
ward Cuba. 


Washington, May 3.—Since the passage 
by both housés of congress, on April 6th 
last, of the senaie concurrent. resolutions 
declaring that a state of war existed in 
Cuba, and that in the opinion of congress 
the president should recognize the belliger- 
ency of the Cubans and tender his good 
offices to Spain to bring about a reccgni- 
tion of the ind=pendence of the Cuban 
republic, no overt action has been taken 
by the United States so far as known, 
unless the appointment of so prominent a 
personage as General Fitzhugh Lee as 
consul general to Havana can be so re- 
garded. 

There is a widely prevailing impression 
that General Lec will go to his posi if 
duty in the double capacity of consul ger- 
Secal and special commissioner, empowered 
to report directly to the president as to 
the exact condition of affairs in Cuba. 
This impression has been deepenefl by 
the protracted conferences which General 
Lee hela with Secretary Olney and Mr. 
Cleveland yesterday. Meanwhile, consid- 
erable interest is felt as to the probable 
course of the Spanish authorities. 
Queen’s Speech May Outline the Policy 

The queen of Spain’s speech to be de- 
livered at the openimsg of the Spanish 
cortes at Madrid on Mcnday, May lIith, 
is expected to outline definitely the Cuban 
policy of the government. It is awaited 
with considerable interest here, especially 
as informal assurances are believed to 
have been given to the administration that 
Cuba is to be tendered almost as great a 
degree of autonomy in purely domestic 
affeirs as the dominion of Canada now 
enjoys in its relations with Great Britain. 
The reform measures for the civil govern- 
ment of Cuba promulgated by the royal 
decree of ‘March 15, 1895, which were not 
promptly put into operation because, as it 
is claimed, the present revolution prevent- 
ed the necessary loca! elections being held 
to provide the officials named in the de- 
eree, are expected to be enforced without 
further delay, now that elections for the 
cortes have ostensibly been held through- 
out Cuba in the past month. 

Supplementary to these laws the liberal 
legislation by the new cortes is also an- 
ticipated by those well informed as to 
the Spanish programuine. In this connec- 
tion the statutory progress of Cuba toward 
liberal government since the close of the 
ten-years’ war is to be shown by an 
official compilation of the colonial laws 
which is now in course of publication. 
This compilation discloses the fact that in 
the treaty of Elsanjonn, which terminated 
that war in 1878, the insurgents stipulated 
only for the freedom of those slaves who 
had served in their ranks. The law of 
February 13, 1880, put an end to slavery in 
the island, declaring all without distinc- 
tion to be free, minors to remain under 
‘“‘natronage’’ wntil 1888, when even that 
feature was to be abolished. Two years 
before that time expired, the negroes were 
set at liberty by the decree of October 7, 
1886, and the last vestige of slavery was 
obliterated. 

The Rights Cubans Were Given. 

The Spanish constitution of 1878 was pro- 
mulgated in the island April 7, 1881. All 
public liberties and the rights of citizenship 
then enjoyed in Spain were thereby grant- 
ed to Cuba, involving the radical change 
in its political regime that laws werte 
thenceforth enacted for it by the represen- 
tatives of the nation, whereas the island 
had previously been governed by direct 
orders froin the crown. Since that Cuba 
has been rep:eser.ted in the national cortes 
by its senators and representatives. 

Provision for the enforcement in Cub? 
of the penal cod@ of the peninsula was 
made by royal decree of May 23, 1879; of the 
civil code by decree of July 31, 1889; of the 
law concerning civil prosecution by decree 
of September 25, 1885, and by decree of 
October 19, 1888, the law of criminal pros- 
ecution was amended so as to require pros- 
ec:utions to be conducted orally and in 
public instead of by written examinafions 
in private, an important measure of re- 
form whic’ had only just been established 
in Spain herself. 

The Spanish code of commerce was ex- 
tended to Cuba January 28, 1886. and in 
addition to numerous laws of minor im- 
portance extended to the island the special 
banking law was made operative August 
16, 1878, and tliat. of landed property May 
16, 1879, and as amended July 14, 1893. Most 
important probably has been the develop- 
ment of the principal political laws fol- 
lowing upon increased liberty guaranteed 
by the constitution of 1876. The law of 
June 15, 1880, regulating the right of meet- 
ing as proclaimed in article 13 of the consti- 
tution was made to embrace the island of 
Cuba by the royal decree of November I, 
1881. This authorized peaceful meetings to 
be held exactly as in Spain, and provided 
that twenty-four hours’ notice be given 
to the governor of the province concerning 
the place, purpose and time of meeting. 
This provision differs little from the laws 
and regulations prevailing in the Tnited 
States, where licences or permits have to 
be taken out from muncipal authorities for 
any public gatherings. 

What Freedom the Press Has. 

The Spanish laws of June 30, 1887, concern- 
ing the liberty to form partnerships was 
made applicable to Cuba by decree of June 
12, 1888, and that of January 7, 1879, for the 
freedom of the press was extended to the 
island April 7, 1881. When that law was 
amended on more liberal lines in Spain 
June 2%, 188, its additional liberties 
were  givén to Cuba, November 11, 
1886. This statute maintained that the 
provisions of the common law were 
sufficient to punish offenses of the press 
and gave the ordinary courts full jurisdic- 
tion. The law of civil marriages provid- 
ing for the religious toleration guaranteed 
by the eleventh article of the constitution 
was proclaimed November 13, 1886. The pro- 
vincial and munic‘pal organizations of the 
colonies were made to conform with those 
of the peninsula June 21, 1878. Reforms in 
the right of suffrage have been difficult 
to accomplish wherever the negro race is 
in the mafority, but the law concerning 
vofers in elections for Cuban representa- 
tives in the cortes promulgated December 
27, 1892, provides that every citizen twenty- 
five years of age. who pavs the sum of % 
to the state. shall have the right to vote 
and-th‘s right is enjoved by negroes as well 
as white persons in Cuba. In this law-are 
likewise provisions which secure the repre- 
sentation of the minority. 

Cuban Educational Work. 

The laws relative to education are also 

important. As long ago as 1880 autonomy 


i was granted to the University of Havana, | 


and such ample provisions were granted to 
it that but one university in the peninsula, 
that of Madrid, enjoys privileges equally 
great. High schools throughout the island 
were organized in 1883, and finally in 1887 
freedom of education was proclaimed to 
the same extent and manner as in Spain. 
The Cuban budget, it is shown, has been 
reduced from $46,500,000 for the fiscal year 
1878-79, the closing of the last war, to a little 


. more than $23,000,000 for 1 


The systems of taxation in Cuba and 
Spain, it is claimed, could not be made 
exactly alike, because direct taxes are re- 
pugnant to Cubans, and especially the 
taxes on land, which are the basis of the 
Spanish budget. The direct tax on rural 
property in Cuba is 2 per cent, while in 
Spain it ranges from 17 to 20 per cent. As 
revenue had to be raised in Cuba the in- 
come was sought from customs duties, 
but notwithstanding this in years when 
the greatest financial distress prevailed the 
Spanish goyeenment did not hesitate to 
sacrifice that income in order to meet the 
special need of Cuba’s principal agricult- 
ural product when the reciprocity treaty 
with the United States was put into effect. 
Many Spanish industries had to be sacrific- 
ed in order that Cuban sugar could continue 
to find its chief market in the United 
States. On the principle of “hearing the 
other side,” this statement of Spanish re- 
form legislation in regard to Cuba is sub 
mitted for consfieration. 


ASKED FOR REASONS 


Why Their Sentences Should Be Re- 
duced. 

London, May 3.—The Mail, a newspaper 
here, has a dispatch from Pretoria, stating 
that the Transvaal government has asked 
each of the minor members of the reform 
committee, who were sentenced to the fine, 
imprisonment and banishment, to state his 
reasons for requesting a reduction of his 
sentence. 

The four leaders who were sentenced wese 
not asked their reasons why their sen- 
tences should be commuted. 

Mr. George Bicker. an American geolo- 
gist, has cabled to Secretary Olney poim- 
ing out that when, in December, the pro- 
nesal was made to raise a foreign flag in 
Johannesburg, John Hays Hammond, one 
of the leaders of the committee, who was 


sentenced to death, demanded and obtained : 


trom the membews of the reform commit- 
tee an oath of aliegiance to the Trans- 
vaal, 

A dispatch to The Mail from Cape Town 
says that J. S. Curtis, a member of the 
committee, is very ill near.Cape Town 
and that he will probably return to Preto- 
ria and be tried separately when he re- 
covers. 

The dispatches regarding Mr. Curtis, 
who is an American mining engineer, are 
confusing. It was at first stated that he 
was not present when the other prisoners 
were sentenced, he having been admitted 
to bail on account of sickness. It was 
added that Nis trial would take place at 
the next session of the court. Later it 
was stated that he and other Americans 
had been sentenced to pay a fine of $10,000, 
to undergo two years’ imprisonment and 
then to be banished from the ‘Transvaal 
for three years. The above dispatch to 
The (Mail, considered with other dis- 
patches, leaves it doubtful whether he was 
tried or not. 

The Times tomorrow will publish a dis- 
patch from Pretoria, saying that the ex- 
ecutive is seriously considering how to 
avoid the inconvenience to the mining in- 
dustry entailed by the imprisonment of 
the mining engineers and others belonging 
to the reform committee. The dispatch 
adds that the prisoners are in good health. 

Tire Times correspondent at Palanve 
telegraphs that the keenest indignation 
was caused among the whites and natives 
in the protectorate by the death sentences 
passed upon the leaders of the committee. 
The native chiefs on the Transvaal border 
would welcome a chance of attacking the 
Boers. The commuting of the sentences 
has not allayed the resentment. 
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FORGOT TO READ HIS ORDERS. 


Several Men Are Now Under Care of 
Surgeons—One May Die. 
Charlottesville, Va., May 3.—A disastrous 
collision between two freight ‘trains oc- 
curred this morning near Proffit, on the 
Southern railway, six miles north of this 

city. 

The southbound freight, drawn by two 
engines, was run into by the northbound 
vegetable train. 

Fireman Wheddbee, in the rear engine 
of the southbound freight, had his left 
hand tcut off Vy catching it between the ten- 
der and engine while coaling and had his 
left leg broken in four places and was 
otherwise injured. He will die. Firemaa 
Harvey, in the first engine, was badly in- 
jured by jumping. All three engines wert 
smashed and four cars were wrecked.

Beaumont, Tex., May 3.—At Buena, Jas- 
per county, Will Bendick, colored, shot 
and killed Philip Haines, white, knocked 
down and fatally shot Constable’ Bibb, 
white, shot a woman named Roxey Rawles 
and mortally wounded Ed Rine, the last 
two colored. 

Roxey Rawles was the cause of the 
trouble. Constable Bibb tried to arrest 
Bendick. who tried to make his escape, 
stopping at Philip Haines’s house, where 
the latter, having heard of fhe shooting, 
tried to stop him. Haines was shot and 
instantly killed. 

Bendick continued on his way to escape 
and met Rine. who in turn fell before the 
criminal’s fire. mortally wounded.

WHO WOULD GET THE OFFICES 


In Bibb County?—That Is What the 
People of Macon Are Now Dis- 
cussing—Other News.

Macon, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—There is 
Some quiet talk going on among the fre- 
publicans of Bibb county as to who will 
nll the offices in Macon in the event a re- 
publican is the next president. Rumor says 
that Colonel R. D. Locke is _ slated for 
either marshal or postmaster, but he is 
In times past he has held both offices. It is 
believed that he prefers the marshalship. 
This office pays in fees $6,000 per annum. 
The senate amendment to the house bill 
now pending before the house fixes the 
salary of postmaster at Macon at $3,100 per 
annum. Locke could, perhaps, get the post- 
office without opposition, but the marshal- 
ship extends over the entire southern dis- 
trict of Georgia and takes in the large 
cities of Savannah, Augusta and Macon and 
innumerable smaller places, and there may 
be several of the faithful who will con- 
test for this office with Locke in the event 
he offers for it instead of the postoffice. 

Ex-United States Marshal M. P. Corbett 
is generally regarded as a possibility for 
either marshal of postmaster, but he is 
quoted as saying that he will not be an ap- 
plicant for any office. He is now doing very 
well in the insurance business. He is a 
brother-in-law of ex-Postmaster W. WwW. 
Brown, who is one of the brightest and 
most gentlemanly republicans in the state. 
Brown is a member of the national com- 
mittee from Georgia. It is said he will not 
b ea candidate for any office if ihe jext 
administration is republican, as he is mak- 
ing $10,000 per year in the insurance busi- 
ness. Some seem to think that Corbett will 
be an applicant for a good foreign appoint- 
ment. 

The political prophets slate Mr. Marion 
Erwin for his old position of United States 
district attorney for the southern district 
of Georgia. This office at present pays in 
fees from $3,000 to $5,000 per annum. The 
senate amendment already alluded to fixes 
the salary at $,000 yearly. 

There are several minor offices for which 
none of the faithful are slated yet. 

The present postmaster is Mr. J. H. 
Hertz. He was recently commissioned for 
four years, having succeeded Daisy Price, 
resigned. It will, therefore, be a long 
time before any republican gets a bite at 
the postoffice plum unless Hertz is removed 
for ‘‘cause.’’ The term of office of Marshal 
J. D. Harrell does not expire until De- 


cember, 1898, and he cannot be removed { 


before then except for ‘‘cause.’’ The term 
of District Attorney W. T. Gary expires 
about April or May of 1897. There are said 
to be several republicans who may be can- 
didates for postmaster, but a protest will 
be made against them on the ground that 
they have never rendered active party ser- 
vice. 
Judge Boarman Coming. 

The United States district court will con- 
vene at Macon on next Wednesday, Judge 
Boarman, of Louisiana, presiding. On 
Monday and Tuesday Judge Boarman will 
preside in Savannah. Judge Boarman is 
about fifty-five years old. He dispatches 
business very rapidly. He spends but little 
time on trivial moonshining cases and im- 
poses very light sentences, which he often 
Suspends. Frequently in moonshining cases 
where the defendant is too poor to employ 
an attorney Judge Boarman does not ap- 
point an attorney, but acts as attorney-for 
the defendant. If the court loses the case 
the fine imposed is light and in all prob- 
ability is suspended on the promise of good 
behavior. Many of these trivial moon- 
Shining cases are characterized by Judge 
Boarman as ‘‘justice of peace cases.’’ The 
United States grand jury will meet on 
Wednesday morning.

Athens, Ga. May  3.—(Special.)—The 
democratic convention in this county yes- 
terday consisted oi thirteen persons.

Announces That Professional Engage- 
ments W:1l Occupy His Time.

Columbus’ New Outlet to the Sea by 
Way of the Gulf. 


AFTER LOWER FREIGHT RATES 


A Steamer Ncw Operating Between 
Mobile and Apalachicola—Fed- 
eral Court This Week. 


Columbus, Ga., May 3.—(SpecialL.)—A boat 
line has just been established between Ap- 
alachicola, Fla., at the mouth of the Chat- 
tahoochee river, of which Columbus is at 
the head, and Mobile, Ala., which will re- 
sult, it is thought, in the granting of a 
Special water freight rate for Columbus. 


A 400-ton boat was recently built by Mr. 
H. P. Canfield and other well-known and 
responsible Mobileans, and has now begun 
making regular trips between Mobile and 
Apelachicola, where freight is transferred 
to the Colimbus steamers. Mr. Sam Car- 
ter, of this city, has just returned from a 
trip to Mobile, where he perfected joint 
freight arrangements in behalf of the city. 

A great difference now exists between 
the freight rates enjoyed by Montgomery 
and Columbus. One of the objects of the 
establishment of this boat line is to equal- 
ize these rates. On flour the freight rate 
at Alabama’s capital is 12 cents per barrel 
less then at Columbus. On meat and grain 
the difference is 6 cents per 100 pounds, 
and on all other goods in proportion. A 
carload of flour costs a Columbus mer- 
chant $18 more than a Montgomery one on 
account of the differences existing in the 
freight rates. 

On an average bale of cotton, the freight 
rate from here to Liverpool is $3.50. The 
rate from Mobile there is only $1.40..It is 
estimated that a bale can be transported 
via this water route to Mobile for $1. This 
would make a total of $2.40—a saving of 
$1.10 per bale of cotton. This means a great 
saving to the merchants of Columbus an- 
nually. It is estimated that the establish- 
ment of the boat line to Mobile and the 
subsequent results, will save the city of 
aca annually a sum of at least $2i,- 


“The first shipment of freight over the 
new line has just been ordered,’’ Mr. Car- 
ter remarked yesterday. “It was ordered 
by myself for the Columbus Grocery Com- 
papy. Now, I- will give you an idea of 
how ~he line wil! save-uS money. 

“I will get the goods 20 cents per 100 
pounds cheaper. On a carload of godds, 
when the car is one of 20,000 pounds ca- 
pacity, the saving will be $40. And when we 
begin to save at the rate of $40 per car- 
load in freight rates.we are on the road to 
prosperityg 

“The moanhers of the Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association will all begin ordering by this 
route, all western goods being shipped to 
Mobile, and the saving will be something 
enormous, aS you can see, 

‘“T estimate that at least $25,000 will be 
saved the city per year. The boat line is 
an assured certainty and will be improved 
and developed as the patronage grows. 

‘“T™he freight will be shipped to Mobile; 
from the dock it will be transferred to 
Mr. Canfield’s steamer, from this steamer 
to the Columbus boats at the Apalachi- 
cola wharfs, and from there will be brought 
to Columbus at once.” 

Mr. Canfield is also negotiating with a 
wealthy northern syndicate regarding the 
establishment of a through line of steam- 
ers from New York to Mobile, and if this 
is done, Columbus will be benefited greatly 
so far as eastern freight rates are concern- 
ed also. 

Now that the water line has been estab- 
lished. Mr. Carter will go before the rail- 
road commission and ask for correspond- 
inly low railroad freignt rates for Colum- 


bus. 
Federal Court. 

The regular May term of the federal 
court of the western division of the north- 
ern district of Georgia convenes tomorrow 
morning in the Webster building in this 
city, the new public building not yet being 
complete. Judge William T. Newman, of 
Atlanta, will preside.

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NEWS OF THE ROADS 


Mr. Calp’s Authority Will Be Enlarged 
— -When Mr. Finley Retires. 


WILL REPORT TO MR. BALDWIN 


The Second Vice President Has Plenty 
of Work on His Hands Now—The 
Vacancy To Stand Unfilled. 


The retirement of Third Vice President 
Finley from the Southern will not cause 
any disturbance in the organization. Traf- 
fic Manager Culp will simply be in full 
charge, reporting to Second Vice President 
Baldwin until President Spencer returns. 
Mr. Spencer will not be back until fall. 
What the arrangement will be after that 
no one knows. When Mr. Baldwin was 
down here a few days ago he stated to a 
representative of The Constitution that for 
the present Mr. Culp.would be the head of 
the traffic department. Some suppose that 
Mr. Baldwin will have supervision of traf- 


fic, but his hands are full of the work that 
devolves upon him from the operating de- 
partment. He is out on the road at least 
fifteen days a month and sometimes longer. 
Mr. Culp has had a wide experience and 
knows the traffic business thoroughly from 
the Mississippi to the Atlantic coast and 
from New Orleans to Washington. Most 
of the traffic men of the south know only 
one section, that in which they have been 
engaged. 
Fighting for Lower Rates. 

New York, May 3.—The board of mana- 
gers of the produce exchange has given the 
committee of the exchange, especially ap- 
pointed for the purpose, full authority to 
prosecute the Joint Traffic Association for 
alleged discrimination in rates. A sum 
of money has also been appropriated for 
that purpose, It is the intention of the 
committee to engage counsel and take such 
legal proceedings as will bring the required 
results. New suits will be brought to test 
the legality of the Joint Traffic Association, 
and it is believed that there are provisions 
in the recently passed anti-trust laws in 
this state which will permit the bringing 
of suits in the state courts against rail- 
roads operating in New York, which are 
members of the Joint Traffic Association. 
The exchange is preparing for a stubborn 
fight against the association. 

Atlanta Should Have Some. 

Among mechanical engineers for the past 
two or three years one of the chief prob- 
lems has been the construction of a switch- 
ing engine which will make but little noise, 
consume its own smokKe and be free from 
anything that is annoying in its operations. 
This is desirable because eight out of ten 
switching engines are used at points where 
ther@® is a dense population, and the con- 
stant switching to and from yards near by 
becomes very trying on the nerves. The 
Schenectady locomotive works have just 
completed for .the New York Central a 
sviitching engine which goes far toward 
*ccomplishing such results. The engine 
is built after designs of William Buchanan, 
Schenectady locomotive works has just 
York Central, and is now in service in 
the making up of trains in the yards of the 
Grand Central station, New York. 

Will Get Another. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 3,—It is current 
report that the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton, or, at least, some of the officials 
connected with it, will, in a short time, 
become the owners of the Peoria, Decatur 
and Evansville, and will make it a part of 
the Indiana, Decatur and Western system, 
which, in time, will be taken by the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton. The line, 
which is in fairly good condition, extends 
from Peoria to Evansville. At one time 
it was part of the Mackey system. At 
present it is in the hands of a receiver. 
When the reorganization takes place the 
change is expected.

Delegates Object to Bonnets. 

The general conference of the north- 
ern Methodist church, which met in reg- 
ular quadrennial session at Cleveland, 
Ohio, last week, opened amid a perfect 
Stampede of confusion, in the midst of 
Which the presiding officer exclaimed:

Some time ago the board of education 
appropriated $25,000 for a school cen- 
About a hundred men were em- 
ployed to do this work. After dividing 
the city into districts the enumeration 
commenced, Since that time there has 
been no peace in Chicago. 

The charge is made that when the 
last school census was taken it was 
found to be so fraudulent and incom- 
plete that it was necessary to add as 
much as 5 per cent in order to cover all 
deficiencies.

dren of Chicago the newspapers of that 
city have voiced the indignant feelings 
of the people.

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


Bourke Cockran, the distinguished orator 
whose speech -before the last democratic 
convention electrified the nation, experi2nc- 
ed a tumble from his bicycle last week, 
and in consequence of this serious mishap 
is a prisoner at his elegant home in New 
York. While riding in Central. park a few 
days ago he chanced to run agaiist a rock 
which lay in his path, and being unable to 
manage the wheel, he fell with a violent 
plunge to the ground. On account of his 
massive weight the injuries sustained were 
quite painful, though nothing of a more 
serious nature than this is apprehended. 
The great leader of the Tammany demo- 
crats has determined not to be outdone by 
a paltry bicycle, and he says that just as 
soon as he is able to use his feet he in- 
tonds to take another spin in the park. 


Speaking of bicycles in politics naturally 
brings up the subject of bicycles in reli- 
gion. Several ministers of the gospel have 
taken a fancy to the wheel and have made 
it useful in geing the rounds of their re- 
spective districts. The New York Sun wants 
the pope of Rome to revoke his order for- 
bidding Catholic priests the use of the bicy- 
cle in responding to the urgent calls which 
are frequently made upon them from the 
sick: bed. Says this paper in a recent edi- 
torial: , 

“Without presuming to argue the question 
with Rome, it seems to us that the means 
which the clergymen employ to reach the 
dying patient is not so important as the 
fact that he does reach him in time to 
perform this holy office. The bicycle is one 
of our permanent institutions, and it is 
likely that the time will not be long coming 
when the pope will not exclude it from 
any service that it can perform for the 
church.” 


One important amendment which the 
senate has madé to the house navy bill 
is an increase of the appropriation for re- 
serve guns to be used on secondary cruis- 
ers. This appropriation is raised by the 
senate from $250,000 to $400,000. 

The increase is justified by the facts. The 
sum asked for was $500,000, and the acts of 
March 3, 1891, and May 10, 1893, provide 
that all steamers registered under these 
provisions can be used as transports or 
cruisers. The Paris, the New York, the 
St. Paul and the St. Louis are now receiving 
large subsidies every year on condition that 
they hold themselves in readiness to serve 
the government. Yet there is not,a gun for 
any of them. Other merchant vessels would 
be bought or chartered by the government 
in case of war, and there should be ready 
reserve guns and gun mounts for them. 

On the lakes we are prevented from main-

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Editor Constitution: The remarks of 
Major Smythe in answer to your request 
for an expression of his opinion on my card, 
I have read with interest. 

No gentleman stands higher in this com- 
munity than Major Smythe, and his record 
here for thirty years as a federal officer 
and a federal office holder is without a 
flaw. 

He comes within the qualifications of my 
New York Herald statement as being “‘en- 
thused with a missionary spirit,”’ etc. 

Major Smythe ought, by his own experi- 
ence, to be familiar with all our political 
history during his residence in Georgia. 
But in seeking to place upon me the re- 
sponsibility for republican failure here, he 
falls into error. He says: 

“The republican party started out 
in Jeorgia strong and vigorous. It 
had in its ranks a very large number of 
white citizens and among its leaders white 
men of influence and ability. It elected a 
zovernor and legislature, and controlled 
the state.”’ 

All this is true except the most important 
feature, the control of the legislature. 

Because of federal failure to enforce the 
reconstruction law cevering the eligibility 
of members of the legislature, the contrc$ 
of that body fell into the hands of the op- 
position, and the republican candidates for 
the United States senate—ex-Governor 
Brown and Colonel Blodgett—were de- 
feated. 

Major Smythe says further: | 

“tinder Governor Bullock’s administra- 
tion this powerful organization went to 
pieces; its leaders deserted it, and the 
white element became disintegrated. The 
colored element had gained control of the 
organization and had elected a colored 
man chairman of its state central commit- 
tee long before Colonel Buck had any con- 
nection with the party in Georgia.” 

He neglects to say in explamation that 
this legislature expelled thirty odd mem- 
bers, who were more or less colored, on 
the assumption that a colored man had no 
reht to hold office in Georgia; that while 
governor I protested against this proceed- 
ing in messages to the legislature, in so 
earnest a tone that the legislature returned 
my official communication with the curt 
statement that “the legislature were the 
keepers of their own conscience and not 
his excellency;’ that when this expulsion 
had been consummated I took the case be- 
fore congress by petition, and after two 
years of hard work secured the restoration 
of the colored members of our legislature 
to their seats, and in addition the fif- 
teenth amendment to the constitution of 
the United States, which declares affirma- 
tively the civic right of the negro; that 
this official action of mine, in defense of 
the political rights of the negroes, was 
intensely unpopular at the time, and that 
large numbers of white men who had ac- 
cepted the reconstruction policy, condema- 
ed my course in behalf of thegcolored men 
and withdrew from the party. This is the 
reason for the withdrawals at that time, 
and when we remember that the public 
prints were then recommending .the as- 
sassination of all who supported the re- 
storation of the negroes to the legislature, 
it is not to be wondered that the timid 
withdrew. But the complete disintegra- 
tton did not occur until later when Presi- 
dent Hayes was seated, and with the ap- 
proval of a republican congress abandon- 
ed the policy of reconstruction which had 
been forced upon us as a necessity for 
political restoration to the union. Then 
it was that all the white element which 
had given strength to the party in 
state were set at liberty to alifgn themselves 
politically according to their judgment, and 
party organization then fell into its present 
useless condition. 

IT am perfectly willing to admit the sin- 
cerity of Colonel Buck. I have never 
questioned or denied his high personal 
character. He also comes within my qual- 
ification of “missionary — spirit,” etc. 
But it is not within his power—not within 
the power of any nran to lead his organi- 
zation in a direction that will attract 
reputable white or colored recruits. 

Major Smythe objects that the only coun- 
cil I gave in the recent campaign Was to 
recommend a friend for vice presidential 
consideration. That is true and in aadi- 
tion I urged also the selection of Major 
Hanson as one of ahe delegates at larg 
to St. Louis. a 

I presented to Colonel Yuck, Major 
Smythe and Colonel Johnson that ex-Gov- 
ernor Brown, of Rhode Island, who had 
been three times in succession elected 
governor by the republicans of his state, 
as a candidate for vice president and that 
if Governor McKinley was chosen for 
president such an eastern candidate on 
the ticket with him would be cesirable. 
I also urged that the selection «f Major 
Hanson by Colonel Buck's organization 
would go a long way toward giving char- 
acter to his party. I have not changed my 
opinion on either point. 

The inference to be drawn from the 
major’s reflection upon my failure to co- 
operate seems to be that I desire to avoid 
public association with the negro citizen. 

This inference cannot be just, because 
during my political career I did not hesitate 
at any cost of purse or popularity to main- 
tain all of the negro’s civil and political 
rights, and since then and today I am one 
of the trustees of the Atlanta university, 
and have not hesitated to participate in 
the proceedings of the board, which is 
composed of white and black nrfen, even 
when presided over by a negro. It is per- 
haps unnecessary for me to add that the 
proper distinction between civil and politi- 
cal rights and social relations has never 
been overlooked by me, 

I submit that there is a wide distinction 
between accepting and maintaining the 
civil and political rights conferred on 
colored men by the amended constitution 
of the United States, and submitting one’s 
self to the control of a state party or- 
ganization, a large majority of whose 
members are negroes not always the 
wisest of their race in council or most 
conservative in action, 

The former is my duty as a law-abiding 
citizen; the latter I will never consent to.

The fourth annual session of the south 
and west grain congress was convened at 
Charleston on the 29th ultimo, the. first day 
being devoted to entertainments and fes- 
tivities. Business opened on Friday, and 
interesting pepers were read by President 
Stuyvesant Fish, of the M[linois Central, 
and by Mr. Lowe, of Kansas City, 

The object of the convention being to 
promote trade between the great western 
producing regions and the southern ports 
as the best outlets of commerce and com- 
munication. with foreign nations, it was 
but natural that those who have thought 
profoundly upon the question should em- 
phasize the need of. sound money as the 
foundation of all foreign trade. And this 
was the theme of both papers, and it was 
shown conclusively that we cannot trade 
advantageously with foreign nations un- 
less we trade on the same monetary basis 
that the great commercial nations have 
adopted. We have that standard now, 
and presumably will keep it, but until 
tne American people settle the question 
forever our commercial relations with for- 
eign countries will bé at more or less dis- 
advantage. 

The congress, in its principal object, that 
of bringing the west and south together 
in a closer businese relationship, has met 
with eminent success, and will result in 
great prosperity to both sections. We need 
but to get acquainted to discover each 
other’s good qualities, and mutual advan- 
tage must follow. 

The north and west need better outlets 
to European markets, and the south At- 
lantic seaboard ought to furnish them Cer- 
tainly there ig no better harbor in the 
United States than that of Charleston, and 
a line of steamers from that port would 
prove of enormous benefit to western ship- 
pers.

N. J. Hammond, ‘one of the dele- 
gates from Georgia to the peace congress 
held some time ago in Washington city, 
returned to Atlanta Saturday from Athens, 
where he has been trying an important 
case. 

Colonel Hammond was

tee in very high terms. ‘“The meeting, 
said Colonel Hammond, “‘was a very en- 
thusiastic one and was one of the most or- 
derly ever held in this country. Repre- 
sentatives from almost every state and 
territory of the union were there and this 
brought together some of the most dis- 
tinguished men of this country. 

“One of the great things accomplished 
by the meeting was the starting of a great 
question. The arbitration idea will doubt- 
less beéput into practice some day, and 
the results of it will be more than bene- 
ficial. The object of the meeting was to 
adopt resolutions for arbitration of diffi- 
culties and questions between the United 
States and all English-speaking nations, 
but ended in the bringing in of all coun- 
tries, 

“Almost every representative present 
talked fora few moments, and offered ideas 
for the cunsideration of the meeting. The 
question was discussed at length, and in 
a very quiet manner. Some excellent prop- 
ositions were given the committees for con- 
sideration.”’ 

Colone! Hammond was on the committee 
for making resolutions and in that capaci- 
ty. served in a very creditable manner. 
He is’ very enthusiastic over the arbitra- 
tion idea, and feels certain that if it is 
carried on correctly it will some day be 
put into practice. "The resolutions, if adopt- 
ed and put into practice, would entirely do 
away with war, and the difficulties of na- 
tions would be settled by a court of arbi- 
tration. 

Colonel Hammond speaks very highly of 
the speakers of the occasion, and says that 
some of the finest speeches that he ever 
heard were delivered at the convention, 
Colonel Hammond himself made an excel- 
lent talk of a few minutes’ duration and 
received many congratulations.

I have this great question of currency vet 
to decide and before | make my decision 
the people—the ignorant people-—have no 
right to form any opinion. I am to decide 
this question.

I wanted full briefs made out on 
the gold and 1! asked for full briefs 
on the silver side. I was to preside as the 
chief justice of this currency court. I Was 
to make up my mind as impartially as 
possible on the subject, I was to go on the 
bench unbiased and after looking over all 
the records and examining into the full 
merits of each side I was to pronounce a 
decision which should finally end the mat- 
ter. It was for fear that {would be preju- 
diced I suppose that they declined to send 
briefs.

Was a Solemn Secret. 

Until Saturday night Judge Bleckley 
kept the fact that he would announce for 
the senate a sacred secret. It was, he said, 
not until the 26th of April that he finally 
decided to make the race.

None of them, how- 
ever, with the least consciousness or. sus- 
picion of what the unfolding of it would 
reveal. The only consc.ous actor has been 
myself. Up to this moment no being upon 
earth, not even my wife, has had any 
knowledze or intimation of the outcome, 
save myself and a special: friend, whose 
stenographic assistance in completing my 
manuser:pt | had to invoke. And he did 
not become aware of it until 3 o'clock this 
afternoon. 

‘Ladies and fellow citizens, at this stage 
of my lecture | stand before you in a 
new charaoter. | am a Candidate for 
election to the senate of the United 
Siares. 

‘Though premeditafed for a very 
time onty, the candidacy which | have 
just announced seems dictated by inex- 
orable logic, the logic of the situation; 
for, while | am and always have been a 
democrat, {| am neither a partisan of 
free silver nor a partisan against it, but 
hold myself ready to deal with the ques- 
tion fairly and impartially, and shail 
master it if I possibly can before aligning 
myself on either side. My faith in per- 
sistent, conscientious labor is such that 
| believe neither law nor tinance holds a 
singke problem of any practical importance 
which cannot be solved if work enough is 
devoted to it. If I am fit for anything,,. it 
is to work, and it will be a@ great delight 
to work for my state and eountry, aided 
by the great opportunity which being a 
member of the senate will afford. 

‘Though I shall not seek the office fur- 
ther than to make this announcement, I 
frankly say that if the office seeks me and 
is fortunate enough to find me in its wan- 
derings thraugh the intricate political wil- 
derness and the windings of federal and 
State politics, I shall accept and affection- 
ately embrace it.

Was the Theme of Dr. Talmage’s 
Discourse Yesterday. 


REWARDS FOR WELL-DOERS

“He Shall Divide the Spoils with the 
Strong’? Was His Text—Work for 
Christians To Accomplish. 


Washington, May 3.—This sermon of Dr. 
Talmage is radiant with coming rewards 
for all well-<doers. Many of the disheart- 
ened will rally after reading it. He chose 
for his subject, “The Division of Spoils,” 
the text selected being Isaiah lili, 12: “He 
shall divide the spoil with the strong.” 

In the Coliseum at Rome, where perse- 
Gutors used to let out the half-starved lions 
to eat up Christians, there 1s now planted 
the figure of a-cross. And 1 rejoice to 
know that the upright piece of wood nail- 
ed to a transverse piece has become the 
symbol not more of suffering than of vic- 
tory. It is of Christ the conqueror that my 
text speaks. As a kingly warrior, having 
subdued an empire, might divide the pal- 
aces and mansions and cities and valleys 
and mountains among his officers, s0 
Christ is going to divide up all the earth 
and all the heavens among his people, and 
you and I will have to take our share if 
We are strong in faith and strong in our 
Christian loyalty, for my text declares it: 
“He shall divide. the spoil with the 


strong.”’ 

The capture of this round planet for 
Christ is not so much of a job as you 
might imagine, when the church takes off 
iis cOat and rolls up its sleeves for the 
work, as it will. There are sixteen hun- 
dred millions of people now in the world, 
and four hundred and fifty miilions are 
Christians. Subtract four hundred and 
fifty millions who are Christians from the 
sixteen hundred millions, and there are 
eieven hundred and fitty millions left. Di- 
vide the eleven hundred and fifty millions 
who are not Christians by the four hua- 
dred and fifty millions who are Christians, 
and you wiil find that we shall have to 
average less than three souls each, brought 
by us info the kingdom of God, to have 
the whole world redeemed. Certainly, with 
the church rising up to its full duty, no 
Christian will be willing to bring less than 
three souls to the kingdom of God. | hope 
and pray Almighty God, that 1 may bring 
more than three. I Know evangelists whvu 
have already brought 5,000 each for the 
kingdom of God. ‘here are 200,000 people 
Whose one and only and absorbing busi- 
Bess in the world is to save souls When 
you tase these things into consideration, 
and that the Christians wll have to aver- 
age the bringing of only three souls each 
into the kingdom of our Lord, all impossi- 
bility vanishes from this omnipotent cru- 
sage. Why, | know a Sabbath school teach- 
er who, for many years, has been engaged 
in trainmg the young, and she has had 
five different classes, and they averaged 
seven to a class, and they were all con- 
verted, and five times seven are thirty-tive, 
@s near as 1 can caleulaie. So tiat she 
brought her three into the kinguom of 
God, and had thirty-two to spare.

Will Greeniand be 
evangelized’ The possibility is that after 
a@ few more hundred brave lives are dash- 
ed out among the icebergs, that great re- 
trigerator, the Polar region, will be given 
up to the walrus and bear, and that the in- 
habitants will come down by invitation into 
tolerable climates, or those climates may 
soften; and, as it has been positively dem- 
onstrated that the Arctic region was once 
a blooming garden and a fruitful field, 
those rezgicns may change climate ana 
again be a blooming garden and a fruitful 
field. -it-<s-proved beyond controversy, by 
German ani American scientists, that the 
Arctic regions were the first portions of 
this world inhabitable; the world hot be- 
yond human endurance, those regions were, 
of course, toe first to be cool enough for 
human foot and human lung. It was pos- 
itiveiy proved that the Arctic region was a 
tropical climate. Professor Heer, of Zu- 
rich, says the remains of flowers have 
been found in the Arctic region, showing 
it was like Mexico for climate, and it is 
found that the Arctic was the mother re- 
gion from which euil flowers descended. 
Professor Wallace says the remains of all 
styles of aiiimal life are fuund in the Arc- 
tic regions, including those animals that 
can live only in warm climates. Now 
that Arctic region, wnich has been dem- 
onstrated by flora and fauna and geological 
argument to have been as full of vegetation 
and life as our Florida, may be turned 
back to its original bloom and glory, or it 
will be shut up as a museum of crystals 
for curiostiy-seekers once in a while to visit 
But Arctic and Antarctic, in some shape, 
will belong to the Redeemer’s realm. 

What about other unproductive or repul- 
sive regions? All the deserts will be irri- 
gated, the waters will be forced up to the 
great American desert between here and 
the Pacific by machinery now known or yet 
to be invented, and, as the Salt 
Lake City has no rain and could not raise 
an apple or a bushel of wheat in a hun- 
dred years without artificial help, but is 
now through such means one great garden, 
go ali the unproductive parts of all the 
continents will be turned into harvest fields 
and orchards. A half a dozen De Lesseps 
will furnish the world with al] the canals 
needed, and will change -:the course of riv- 
ers and open new lakes, and the great Sa- 
hara desert will be cut up into farms with 
an astounding yield of bushels to the acre. 
The marsh will be drained of its waters and 
cured of its malaria. I saw what was 
for many years called the Black swamp of 
Ohio, its chief crop chills and fevers, but 
now, by the tiles put into the ground to car- 
ry off the surplus moisture, transformed 
into the richest and healthiest of regions. 
The God who wastes nothing, I think, means 
that this world, from pole to pole, shall 
come to perfection of foilage and friut- 
age. For that reason he keeps the earth 
running, through space, though so many 
fires are blazing down in its timbers and 
B80 many meteoric terrors have threatened 
to dash it to pieces. As soon as the earth 
is completed Christ will divide it up among 
the good. The reason He does not divide 
it now is because it is not done. A kind 
father will not divide the apple among his 
children until the apple is ripe. In fulfill- 
ment of the New Testament promise, ‘‘The 
meek shall inherit the earth,’’ and the 
-promise of the Old Testament, ‘‘He shall 
divide the spoil with the strong,” the world 
will be apportioned to those worthy to pos- 
fess it. 

It is not so now. In this country, capa- 
ble of holding, feeding, clothing and shel- 
tering twelve hundred miltion people, and 
where we have only stxty million inhabi- 
tants, we have two millions who cannot get 
honest work, and with their families an 
aggregation of five millions that are on the 
verge of starvation. Something wrong, 
most certainly. In some way, there will 
pe 2 new apportionment. Many of the mil- 

estates will erack to pieces on the 
dissipations of grandchildren, and then 
dissolve inte the possession of the masses 
who now have an insufficiency, 

What, vou say, will become of the ex- 
pensive and elaborate buildings now de- 

ted to debasing amusements? T

become schools, art galleries, museums 
gymnasiums and churches. The world is 
already getting disgusted with manv of 
these amusements, and no wondor What 
an importation of unclean theatri-al stuff 
we have within the last few years had 
brought to our shores! And profess: 

religion patronizing such things! H@& 
sold out to the devil, why don’t vou de 
' 10 _ £0. him _pnblicly, t 


) mind and soul, and withdraw your name 


trom Christian churches, and say: “Know 
all the weria by these presents that I am 
& patron of uncleanness and a child of 
heli!’ Swern to be the Lerd’s, yoy are 
perjurers, 

It you think these offenses are to go on 
forever, you do noc know who the Lord 
is. God will net wait for the day of judg- 
ment. All these palaces of sin w.ll become 
palaces of r.ghteousness. They will come 
into the possession of those strong for 
Virtue and strong for God. ‘‘He shall di- 
vide the spoil with the strong.’ 

China and Africa, the two richest por- 
tions of the earth by reason of metals, and 
rare woods, and inexhaustible productive- 
ness, are not yet divided up among the 
Z00d because they are not ready to be di- 
v.detl. Wait until all the doors that Liv- 
ingstone opened in Africa shall be entered 
and Bishop Taylor, with his band of self- 
supporting missionaries, have done their 
work, and the Ashantees and the Sene- 
gambians shall know Christ as well as you 
Know him, and there shall be en the banks 
of the Nile and the Niger a higher civiliza- 
tion than is now to be found on the banks 
of the Potomac or the Hudson, then Christ 
will div.de up that continent among his 
friends. Wait until China, which is half 
as large as all Europe, shall have develop- 
ed her capacities for rice and tea and su- 
gar among edibles; and her amethyst and 
sapphire and topaz and opal and jasper 
and porphyry, among precious stones; and 
her rosewood and ebony and camphor and 
varnish trees, among precious woods: and 
turned up from her depths a half dozen 
Pennsylvanias of coal] and iron, and twenty 
Nevadas of s.lver, and fifty Californias of 
gold, and her five hundred million of peo- 
ple shall be evangelized; then the Lord will 
divide it up among the good. 

If my text be not a deception, but the 
eternal truth, then the time is coming when

What a resurrection must precede this 
new apportionment! 

[ do not underrate the enemy. 
Caesar got hs greatest victories by fully 
estimating the vastness of his foes, and 
prepared his men for their greatest triumph 
by saying: “Tomorrow King Juba will 
be here with thirty thousand horses, one 
hundred thousand skirmishers and three 
hundred elephants.’’ I do not underrate 
the vast forces of sin and death; but do 
you Know who commands us? Jehovah- 
jireh. And the reserve corps behind us 
are all the armies of heaven and earth, 
with hurricane and thunderbolt. The good 
work of the world’s redempton is gong 
on every minute. Never so many splendid 
men and glorious women on the side of 
right as today. Never so many good peo- 
ple as now. Diogemes has been spoken 
of as a wise man because he went with a 
lantern at noonday, saying he was look- 
ing for an honest man. If he had turned 
his lantern toward himself he might have 
discovered a crank. Honest men by the 
ten thousand! Through the international 
series of Sunday school lessons the next 
generation all through Christendom are 
going to be wiser than any generation 
since the world stood. The kingdom is 
coming. God can do it. No housewife 
with a chamois cloth ever polished a silver 
teaspoon with more care than Christ will 
rub off from this world the tarnish, and 
brighten it up till it glows like heaven; 
and then the glorious apportionment! for 
my text is re-enforced by a score of other 
texts, when it says of Christ: ‘‘He shall 
divide the spoil with the strong.”’ 

“But,” you say,‘‘that this is pleasant 
to think of for others, but before that time 
I shall have passed up into another exist- 
ence, and I shall get no advantage from 
that new apportionment.’ Ah, you have 
only driven me to the other more exciting 
and transporting consideration, and that 
is, that Christ is going to divide up heav- 
en in the samge@ay. There are old estates 
in the celestial world that have been in the 
possession of the inhabitants for thou- 
sands of years, and they shall remain as 
they are. There are old family mansions 
in heaven filled with whole generations of 
kindred, and they shall never be driven 
out. Many of the victors from earth have 
already got their palaces, and they are 
pointed out to those newly arrived. Soon 
after our getting there we will ask to be 
shown the apostolic residences, and ask 
where does Paul live, and John: and 
shown the patriarchal residences, and shall 
say: ‘“‘Where does Abraham live, or Jacob?’’ 
and shown the martyr residences and 
sav: “‘Where does John Huss live, and 
Ridley?” We will want to see the boule- 
vards where the chariots of conquer dis 
roll. I will want to see the garden where 
the princes walk. We will want to see 
Music row, where Handel and Haydn and 
Mozart and Charles Wesley and Thomas 
Hastings and Bradbury have their homes, 
out of their windows, ever and anon, roll- 
ing some snatch of an earthly oratorio or 
hymn transported with the composer. We 
will want to see Revival terrace, where 
Whitefield and Nettleton and Payson and 
Rowland Hill and Charles Finney and other 
giants of soul-reaping are resting from 
their almost supernatural labors, their doors 
thronged with converts just-arrived, com- 
ing to report themselves. 

But brilliant as the sunset, and like the 
leaves for number ,are the celestial homes 
yet to be awarded when Christ to you, 
and millions of others, shall divide ‘the 
spoil. What do you want there? You 
shall have it. An orchard? There it is; 
twelve manner of fruits, and fruit every 
month. Do you want river scenery? Take 
your choice on the banks of the river, in 
longer, wider, deeper roll than Danube or 
Amazon or Mississippi if mingled in one, 
and empiying into the sea of glass, min- 
gled with fire. Do you want your kindred 
back again? Go out and meet your father 
and mother without the staff or the stoop, 
and your children in a dance of immortal 
glee. Do you want a throne? Select it 
trom the million burnished elevations. Do 
you want a crown? Pick it out of that 
mountain of diamonded coronets. Do you 
Want your old church friends of earth 
around you? Begin to hum an old revival 
tune and they will ilock from all quarters 
to revel with you in sacred reminiscence. 
All the earth for those who are here on 
earth at the time of continental and plane- 
tary distribution, and all the heavens for 
those who are there. 

That heavenly distribution of spoils. will 
be a surprise to many. Here enters heaven 
the soul of a man who took up a great 
deal of room in the church on earth but 
sacrificed little, and among his good works 
selfishness was evident, He just crowds 
through the shining gate, but its a very 
tight squeeze, so that the doorkeeper has 
to pull hard to get him in; and this man 
expects half of heaven for his share of 
trophies, and he would like a monopoly of 
all its splendor, and to purchase lots 
in the suburbs, so that he could get ad- 
vantage of the growth of the city. Well, 
little by little he gets grace of heart, 
just enough to get him through, and to him 
is given a second-hand crown, which one 
of the saints wore at the start, but ex- 
changed for a brighter one as he went on 
from glory to glory. And he is put in 
an old house once occupied by an angel 
who was hurled out of heaven at the time 
of satan’s rebellion. 

Right after him comes a soul that makes 
a great stir among the celestials, and the 
angels rush to the scene, each bringing to 
her a dazzling coronet. Who is she? Over 
what realm on earth was she queen? In 
what great Dusseldorf festival was she the 
cantatrice? Neither. She was an invalid, 
who never left her room for twenty years; 
but she was strong in prayer, and she 
prayed down revival after revival- and 
pentecost after pentecost, upon the church- 
es, and with her pale hands she knit many 
a mitten or tippet for the poor, and with 
her contrivances she added joy to many a 
holiday festival, and now with those thin 
hands so strong for kindness, and with 
those white lips so strong for supplication, 
she has won coronation and enthronement 
and jubilee. And Christ said to the angels 
who have brought each a crown for the 
glorified invalid: ‘‘No, not these; they are 
not good enough. But in the jeweled vase 
at the right-hand side of my throne there 
is one that I have been preparing for her 
many a year, and for her every pang I have 
set an amethyst, and for her every good 
deed I have set a pearl. Fetch it now and 
fulfill the promise * gave her long ago in 
the sick room: ‘Be thou faithful unto death, 
and 1 will give thee a crown.’ ”

Dr. Hawthorne Enters the Pulpit. 

Exactly at 11 oclock Dr. Hawthorne en- 
tered from the door out of his study, and 
proceeded to the pulpit. To a close ob- 
server there was a feeling of dnexpressible 
sorrow depcted on his counienance. He 
knew that he was eniering ihe pulpit of the 
old First Bapt st as its pastor for the last 
time, and it Was one of the saddest ex- 
periences of his lfe. As the beautiful melo- 
dy of the “‘angels’ Serenade” was poured 
forth from the choir loft, he sat with bow- 
¢ei head absorbed in his own thoughts, the 
very picture of unhappiness. 

As he arose and announced his text there 
Was a noticeable trembling in his voice 
that has never characterized his former 
discourses. The sad reality that he was 
giving his last message of divine love to 
the people with whom he had labored, pray- 


' ed and lived for the twelve years of his 


minisiry, nearly overcame him. 

The doctor preached for an hour, and the 
discourse was one of his characteristic and 
impressive sermons for which he enjoys 
@ wide reputation. 

He spoke as follows: 

“Be strong.’’ I Corinthians, xvi, 13. 

“In taking leave of the people of this 
church and community, I desire to give 
them, as a motto for their lives, this exhor- 
tation of an inspired apostle: ‘Be strong.’ 
J have selected this as the subject of my 
closing Message because it gives me an 
opportunity to reiterate some of the truths 
emphasis 
during my occupancy of this pulpit. You 
‘know something of my appreciation of a 
strong character—a character that has gone 
down deep and taken root in great and 
immutable principles. I cherish an almost 
' andless admiration for men whose lives 
«@ planted upon great convictions of truth 
and duty, and whose loyalty to principle is 
unshaken by any opposition or peril. 

“Moses was a strong character. He was 
great in thought, purpose and action. He 
had well defined ideas of truth and duty 
and honor. He turned his back upon the 

luxury, wealth, splendor and power of 
Egyptian royalty to identify himself with 
the afflicted and enslaved people of Israel 
because he believed that truth and right- 
eousness and honor were on their side. 

“Daniel was a strong character. His mind 
and conscience were enlightened by the 
word of God, and the sight of prison wails 
and lions’ teeth could not frighten him 
from the path of duty. 

“John the Baptist was a strong char- 
acter. He felt himself divinely commis- 
Sioned to unveil the hypocrisy of scribes 
and pharisees, and he dared to do it. In 
discharging the duties of his sacred office 
he was no respecter of persons. He con- 
fronted the royal Herod and rebuked him 
for his unclean and criminal life. 

“Peter was a strong character. Christ 
did not misname him when he called him 
“Rock.’ The granite strength and firmness 
of his great soul were illustrated when he 
Stood before the Jewish sanhedrim and 
said: ‘We will obey God rather than men.’ 
“Paul was a strong character. He felt him- 
self divinely called and annointed for the 
mission of preaching the, gospel’ of Christ 
to the Gentile world, and in the prosecution 
of the work neither bonds nor imprison- 
ments nor stripes nor the fury of mobs 
nor the wrath of kings could intimidate 
him. 

“Martin Luther was a strong character. 
He dared to re-open questions which priest- 
craft and despotism had declared forever 
settled. He had the courage to study the 
facred oracle unbiased by creeds, canons 
and traditions and to proclaim the results 
of his patient and thorough investigation 
in the face of papal indignation and wrath. 
“Blen like these make the mountains of 
my moral scenery. From the study of 
them I have derived the inspiration which 
has shaped my life and carried me in 
triumph through every conflict with false- 
hood, wrong and unrighteousness. With 
this inspiration I came to your city twelve 
years ago and entered upon the discharge 
of the duties of the pastorate which 1 sur- 
render today. Through al! the struggles 
that have marked this period of my life 
I have kept my eves upon the mighty men 
of the past who illustrated an unconquera- 
ble devotion to truth and duty. 

“The most important part of a building is 
that which lies beneath the surface vron- 
cealed from human observation. The ecarv- 
ings, paintings and frescoes may be costly 
and beautiful, but if the foundation be in- 
secure they are worthless. You could take 
no pleasure in looking upon some lofty, 
feymmetrical and graceful cathedral spire, if 
a responsible architect had told vou that 
the work on Which it rests is so defective as 
to render it liable to fall at any time. 

“Our appreciation of a man’s reputation 
Mepends upon our conceptions of his 
character. Reputation is the outward 

an. Character is the inward life. Repu- 
tation is what a man appears to be. 
tharacter is what he is. Many a man 
rith a good reputation has a character 

rotten as the grave. A man without 
aith and without principles, and whose 
ife rests upon no foundation of truth, is 
estitute of character, and is destined

The sparrow has as many wings as the 
condor, but he cannot soar to the same 
dizzy heights. There are men who look 
like Daniel Webster, while in capacity 
they differ from him as widely as the 
lite artificial lake on vour exposition 
grounds differs from the broad expanse of 
oceans. 

“The young men and women of this agé 
are d¥stinguished by nothing so much as 
their superficiality. Their cumMure is not 
skin-deep. They look well, but what 
emptiness and poverty within! 

“My young friends, if you would know 
the blessedness of real strength--if you 
would make the world sensfble of the 
fact that you are in it, and that you will 
leave your impress upon it—you must 
keep out of the gayety and splutter of the 
siddy throng long enough to lay a founda- 
tion for your lives. 

“No life is deep and strong that is not 
truly religious. To. have ctraracter, deep 
and solid, we must have veneration for 
high and sacred things. True religion 
binds us to the infinite. It challenges our 
Strongest powers and stimulates them for 
exalted effort. 

“When I speak of personal religion, 1 
mean something that is real—something 
that touches and transforms the secret 
soul, and regulates the conduct of a man 
in all the relations,and circumstances of 
his life. There are people who use re- 
ligion just as they use a piece of jewelry. 
Thev stick it on for ornament, They feel 
that they are not equipped for social life 
until they connect themselves with some 
chureh, and are recognized as believers in 
the Christian religion. They feel that they 
must have somewhere to go on Sunday, 
and they go to church because that is 
the place to which all genteel people are 
supposed to go on the Lord’s day. But the 
thought of real submission of heart and 
life to God they have never entertained 
for a moment. Self-denial, cross-bearing, 
suffering and sacrificing, Keeping them- 
selves holy and undefiled and separate 
from sinners, are requirements which they 
utterly repudiate. Religion with them is 
a mere convenience. They use it only to 
promote their social respectability, pleas- 
ure and power, 

“The man who thus trifles with religion 
has no depth of character. He is anchor- 
ed to nothing but self. He is incapable of 
identifying heart and life with any great 
principle or cause. He is the sport of 
every wind and wave that sweeps over the 
circles in which he moves. 

*“*Be strong.’ If you mean to be a 
Christian, you must be a manly man. 
Take your stand on the unyielding gran- 
ite of Christian truth, and abide there 
through calm and storm. Have intelligent 
convictions and beliefs. Satisfy yourself 
that the principles to which you subscribe 
are divine. Make religion a life. Settle 
down upon it as a rule from which you 
will never vary, that when there is a 
conflict between duty and pleasure, pleas- 
ure must yield. In all your plans of life 
make God supreme by making His glory 
your highest aim. Do this, and you will 
become a moral athlete: The church will 
feel you, and the world will feel you. 
There will be majesty in your life. Men 
of every class and condition will recognize 
your regal power. 

‘To build for yourself a strong character 
you must have frequent opportunities for 
quiet thought, for careful introspection, 
and for solemn communion with God. I 
have no sympathy with the man who 
covets a life of seclusion from his fellows. 
‘Oh, for a lodge in some vast wilderness, 
some boundless contiguity to shade,’ is 
the wish of the dyspeptic and misamthrope, 
It is not the desire of one who has right 
conceptions of his duty to God and man- 
kind. You belong to society, and if you 
run away from it, you are unfaithful and 
cowardly. 

“But there is such a thing as being too 
social. Sociality may become a weakness 
and a dissipation. The best of friends may 
be together too often. Without hours of 
complete isolation from the world we can- 
not secure the intellectual and moral de- 
velopment which every man ought to covet. 
The pastor who dines out every other day, 
and spends the most of his life in cultivat- 
ing social relations with his flock, will be 
as dry as summer’s dust when he gets into 
his pulpit. There are people who visit too 
much. There are men and women who live 
on the artificial excitement of fashionable 
social life. They are wretched when they 
are out of the gay and frivolous throng. 
They have no resources within themselves. 
Apart from banquets, receptions, operas, 
round dances and card parties, they have 
no enjoyment. Out of one scene of excite- 
ment they are miserable until they enter 
the next. They can't read a book of solid 
worth. They can’t think, they can’t com- 
mune with God and their own hearts. 

“We are not what we ought to be until 
we feel our independence of all such ex- 
citements and pleasures. Blessed is the 
man who can read and who loves to read. 
Blessed is the man who can meditate qui- 
etly and profoundly, and hold communion 
with great thoughts. Blessed is the man 
who can keep company with nature, ‘find 
pleasure in the pathless woods, society 
where none intrudes, by the deep sea, and 
music in its roar.’’ Blessed is the man to 
whom the world is full of poetry, and who 
can revel in the beauty of hill and dale and 
flood and field, the golden glories of an 
autumnal sunset, and the solemn pomp of 
the nightly sky. Blessed is the man to 
whom darkness brings no terror, who can 
exclude every ray of light from his cham- 
ber, and sitting there in the solitude of his 
own thoughts, see the angels of God come 
and go. Blessed is the man who loves at 
times to dwell in silence so profound that 
he can hear the beat of his own pulse. 
Blessed is the man who can enter his closet, 
Shut the door and wait till God speaks. 

“Young woman, make an experiment. De- 
cline your next invitation to the german. 
While your gay companions ‘chase the 
glowing hours with flying feet,’ sit down 
amid the silence of your chamber and re- 
view your life. Consider what vou have done 
for which the world will bless and revere 
your name after the grave has closed over 
your mortal remains. Dissect your charac- 
ter. See whether it is built of such mate- 
rial as will stand in the day of trial. See 
if it be anchored to some great and imper- 
ishable principle. See what resource of 
happiness you have within you that will 
remain when youth and bloom and beauty 
ure gone, and you can enjoy no longer the 
glitter and gayety of this pageant world. 
See how you stand with God, and what are 
your prospects for that ‘life unmeasured 
by the flight of years.’ An evening thus 
spent might make an era in your history 
to which you will look back as the dawn 
of a new light, and the beginning of a high- 
er life that will grow brighter and brighter 
until the “perfect day. 

“My friends, we must all have our seasons 
of isolation, time of repose, opportunities 
for calm and profound reflection, and for 
a careful, honest inspection of our hearts 
and lives. Without them we shall never 
have any depth of character. We shall 
never be strong in those elements which 
make a noble and enviable manhood and 
womanhood. , 

‘The great need of the church today is 
more strength and stability of character in 
her membership. We want men of knowl- 
edge—men who know God's word and are 
able to teach it and defend it. We want 
men who can stand up boldly in the midst 
of the agnosticism and infidelity of this 
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greatest magnitude. We want men of cour- 
age and fortitude: men who can stand still 
and suffer for Christ; men who can earry 
up the rugged steep of life the heaviest 
cross Without a murmur; men whom neith- 
er sneers nor frowns, nor mobs, nor flames 
can frighten from the path of duty.. We 
want patient men—men who, Knowing that 
their labor in the Lord is not in vain, never 
STOW Weary in well doing. We want hope- 
ful men—men. who see a star of promise 
on the brow of every storm—men who, in 
the midst of difficilty, discouragement and 
disaster will say: ‘Sorrow endureth for the 
night, but joy cometh with the morning.’ 
In 2 Word, we want men clad in the whole 
armor of God. 

“One such man in a church is worth more 
than a legion of such as are Christians 
only in name. ‘Be strong.’ Be weaklings no 
more. Be men and women in Christ Jesus. 

“If religion is anything, it is the one 
thing needful for us and the great world in 
Which we live. If you believe that, give 
to religion the support of a manly zeal 
and a dauntless courage. If you call your- 
self a sokdier of Christ, be a soldier, in- 
deed. Show that you ‘have heart and 
strength for something more than a mere 
Sunday morning dress parade. Get down 
into the midst of the fight and carry your 
banner deep into the smoke and flame of 
battle. 

‘Tl have had much to say to you about the 
conduct of Christian men in business and 
politics. I have done my utmost to impress 
you with the necessity of a complete moral 
and spiritual equipment to meet the subtle 
and mighty temptations which men t!nust 
encounter in these spheres of activity. 
I make no rash accusation when I say 
that the ethical standard of the average 
business man of this generation is far below 
what it should be. In any business transac- 
tion the average merchant of this day feels 
but little restraints of conscience. Ethical 
questions vanish in the presence of an op- 
portunity to make a corner on the wheat 
market or to lend money for 2 per cent 
a month. What is right is a very insignifi- 
cant matter when he can make a hundred 
thousand dollars by bribing a revenue col- 
lector or by adopting a false system of 
weights and measures. 

“Where is the railroad monopolist who in 
laying his schemes to get possession of an- 
other road will consider what is just to 
the widows and orphans and other people 
whose money is invested in the property or 
who will take the matter into the secret 
chamber of praver and there consider what 
is right in the sight of the holy God who 
is to judge him? 

“Where is the congressman who, when 
about to cast his vote for a tariff or an 
appropriation bill, will put to his conscience 
questions like these: Is it just to the peo- 
ple of every section? Is it for the best inter- 
ests of the whole country? 

“In planning a political campaign what 
questions are uppermost in the councils 
of party leaders? What is honest? No. 
What is just? No. What will a righteous 
God approve? No. But, what will win? 
What will be most helpful to our party 
and most damaging to the opposing 
party? How can we deceive and mislead 
the ignorant and unsuspecting masses? 
How can we conceal the corruptions of our 
own party and expose and magnify the 
crookedness of other parties? 

“Cognizant of all these things, it has 
been a special feature of my ministry to 
admonish Christian men, in business and in 
politics, of the necessity of cultivating 
their consciences and of developing a moral 
strength that will enable them to with- 
stand every temptation to corruption and 
heroically oppose every measure that (is 
contrary to the teachings of their divine 
Lord and Redeemer. 

“In leaving this pulpit it its profoundly 
gratifying to me to receive assurances 
from hundreds of men in commercial and 
political circles that my utterances have 
helped.them in hours of strong temptation, 
and strengthened their purpose to be loyal 
Witnesses of truth and virtue and God in 
the midst of corruption and in the face of 
opposition and danger. 

“In my efforts to help you in the _ build- 
ing of strong character I ha¥e sought to at- 
tach yau, not to myself, but to the sacred 
cause which 1 represent. You will bear 
gwitness that I have never encouraged you 
‘by word or action to glorify me, and that 
I have promptly rebuked every manifesta- 
tion On your part of a disposition to unduly 
exalt me. IL have not taxed your hospi- 
tality. I have not sought any 
social attention. You have tendered me no 
receptions or banquets, because you knew 
that I coveted no guch compliments. 
] have been favored with no such perquisites 
as the average pastor is wont to receive, 
1 have taxed ycu for no pleasure excur- 
stons,or European travels. I have received 
moderate compensation for my _ services 
and spent a large share of it in support- 
ing various forms of benevolence. I came 
to you poor and leave you still poorer. I[ 
have tried to set you an example of disin- 
terested devotion to a vreat cause, and tu 
encourage you to bestow your affections 
and honors upon Him through whom you 
a? hope of redemption and everlasting 

ife. 

“In accepting an invitation to another 
fieid of labcr I have tried to do it in a 
manner that would preserve your confi- 
dence in the integrity of my motives. I 
am sure that no man in this community 
will suspect me of being influenced by any 
worldly consideration when he knows thet 
I go to a smaller church and a more dit- 
ficult work. The people of Nashville have 
based their appeal to me upon two facts 
—their need of my services and an excep- 
tional opportunity to do a great work for 
Goud. These facts alone have controlled 
me in severing my connection with you. 

“Confideat that the tie which binds you 
to this church is a sacred affection for 
Christ, and not a mere partiality for me, 
I am sure that my- going away will result 
in no disintegration, nor in any abatement 
of your Zeal for the progress of the Mas- 
ter’s kingijom. The man or woman who 
leaves the church because I leave it is 
not worthy of membership in it. Such 
a persor has built his house upon a foun- 
dation of shifting sand and will utterly 
fail in the day of trial. 

“The great Baptist denomination of the 
south is not poor in ministerial gifts. I 
coull name a hundred men, any one of 
whom has the ability to take up the work 
where | have left it and prosecute it with 
signal success. 

‘‘My steadfast adherence to the purpose 
announced in my letter of resignation, in- 
dicates no lack of appreciation of the no- 
ble people who have so bravely and un- 
flinchingly supported me through all the 
years of my ministry in this city, and to 
whom I am indebted for the greatest suc- 
cesses Of my life. In my many battles 
with current evils your faith and fealty 
have been severely tried; but amid the 
smoke and thunder of the conflict your 
voices have cheered me, and your strong 
hands have upheld me. Thus united we 
have won victories which have gladdened

“I desire to express my heartfelt thanks 
for the kind expressions that have come 
to me from the ministers and member- 
ship of every religious organization in this 
city. Protestants, Cahtolics and Israel- 
ites have given me the warmest assurances 
of their appreciation of my work and of 
their best wishes for my future success 
and happivess, 

“Every element of this city and com- 
monwealth has honored me with some ex- 
pression of confidence and esteem. KHKar- 
rooms, club houses and gambling deus 
1 have smitten with unsparing severity. I 
have not ceased to hold. them up to vir- 
tueus reprebation and scorn. But even 
from: these unrighteous institutions I have 
assurance ‘of high regard. Tke men who 
belong to them are wise enough to see and 
generous enough to: confess that my hos- 
tility is not toward them, but toward the 
nefarious work in which they are en- 
gage. , 

“T cannot forbear to acknowledge my in- 
debtedness to the many noble men and 
women of this congregation who, during 
my pastorate, have passed from. the toils 
of earth to the rest of heaven. The help- 
ful sympathy which I received from such 
men as Judge Lechrare and M. C. Kiser, 
and such women as Mrs. Belle Abbott and 
Mrs. John Hill, my heart will cherish until 
its pulsations cease.in death. 

“In pronouncing that’ sad 
well,” I transfer my thoughts from this 
occasion to the period when ‘time's last 
thunder’ shall shake this old world, and 
God's great trumpet call us to His judg- 
ment bar. If amid the white-robed throng 
which shall there stand on the right hand 
of the righteous Judge, I shall see the peo- 
ple whom I have so unworthily served in 
this city, it will be the re alization of my 
fondest hope and of my highest aspira- 
tion,

“In that realm of unsetting sun and un- 
fading beauties, may we meet at last at 
Jesus’ feet and crown him Lord of all.”

Nearly every member of the vast throng 
came up. As he stood and grasped -the 
hands of his faithful flock, he was com- 
pletely overcome, and the hot tears flowed 
copiously down his cheeks. The people also 
expressed the grief they felt and there was 
not a dry eye in the house. 

It was not long before the doctor was 
left standing alone in the church, and as 
he was taking one last long look at the 
old familiar scenes of his labor, the old 
colored janitor, who has served the church 
for so many years, came up and grasped 
him fervently by the hand. It was one of 
the saddest partings of all, and the 
old man assured his pastor that he would 
meet him in heaven. 

The minister then walked slowly and with 
heavy heart down the long ailse, out the 
front door and over to the Talmadge house. 
His ministry in Atlanta was ended. Next 
Sunday he preaches in Nashville. 

At Third Baptist Church. 

The subject of Pastor Winchester, at 
the Third Baptist church yesterday, was, 
“The Christian Citizen.” The text was 
from Matthew vi, 13, “Ye are the salt of 
the earth.’’ 

He began by relating an incident which 
Suggested the subject and the sermon 
which he praposed to deliver. 

*“Not long since,” said the preacher, ‘a 
gemtleman asked me the question, ‘If it 
is legitimate and right for you preachers 
to criticise and condemn from the pulpit 
what is wrong in society, politics and com- 
merce, and to denounce the men who are 
responsible for those wrongs, is it not 
also right and your duty to uphold what 
is right, and. commend and indorse the 
men in Official position who bravely. per- 
form their duty and contend for the right?” 
l answered that it was, and promised to 
do so hereafter. The purpose of salt is 
to save. The mission of the church in the 
world is tu save the -world. The apolo- 
getic age in the history of Christianity 
is past. The intluence of the church must 
be positive, aggressive, constant and 
benificent. The worid is to be saved by 
Saving the individual, the community, the 
State and the nation. The church that 
withholds its influence from the = great 
social, commercial and political problems 
that confront the world today has largely 
lost its savor. While the church should 
be meek like the Master, it is nevertheless 
a fighting church, and can never fulfill 
its mission by’ making cowardly and un- 
holy concessions and compromises with 
the powers of darkness in any department 
of life. The criticism that the preacher is 
out of his piace and trailing his garments 
in the dust if he dare speak out upon 
questions of political, social or commercial 
interest is as ungrounded as it is com- 
mon. Well as I love my church and de- 
nomination, I would turn my back upon 
it, preach on the street corners, shelter 
my family in a cabin and subsist on corn 
crust before I would be dictated to by the 
average society dude or politician. 

“It is far too often that good, true men 
are put into office and then left to fight 
alone Without ane word of sympathy and 
encouragement from those whose battles 
they are fighting. I consider it my Chris- 
tian duty to vote in every election, and 
then follow up my ballot with my prayers 
and words of help and _ appreciation. 
Recently in conversation with one of our 
ex-gzovernors, he related to me some of 
‘the trials and perplexities of that office. 
The people generally little think of the 
terrible ordeals through which these gov- 
ernors, congressmen, legislators and 
mayors have to pass to discharge their 
duty even as well as they do. Here are 
heroes of the first water, and eternity 
alone will reveal their courage and bravery 
and reward their loyalty to God and the 
right. 

“The demand of the times in which we 
live is a church with piety, real and not 
feigned; a love disinterested, pure and 
strong; efforts and sacrifices, heroic and 
energetic in proportion to the stupendous 
interests involved, and with convictions 
thorough and correct upon every .§ vital 
question, whether in society, commerce, 
politics, morals or religion: remembering 
that the holy mission is to save and en- 
lighten the world.”

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Police Board Reorganized the Detective 
Department Saturday. 


THERE WAS A SPLIT AS USUAL 


Slaughter Elected Chief of Detectives 
and Officer Abbott Will Be 


Sergeant. 


The called meeting of the board of police 
commissioners for the purpose of reorgan- 
izing the city detective force was held 
Saturday morning at the station house. 
| Chairman Branan presided and every mem- 
ber of the board was present. While the 
meeting was characterized by no unusual 
spirit of umity, yet it was a decidedly 
friendly contest to what had been expected. 

Sergeant Bradley Slaughter was elected 
to the head of the detective department, 
and Call Officer John Abbott was chosen 
as his The election of these 
men was a suprise to only a very few, 
as it was generaily thought that they 
would be the lucky candidates. 

The meeting was called to order 
o'clock by the chairman and the _ board 
immediately proceeded to business. The 
call for the meeting Was read as well as 
the ordinance recently passed by the city 
council creating the new office of chief of 
detectives. Quite a heated discussion was 
then indulged in concerning the authority 
of the council in creating such an office, 
and Mayor King tinally moved that the 
board go into executive 

The election was then begun, and Com-

session. 


missioner Eeauprie nominated 
Slaughter for the chief of the detective de- 
partment, which was seconded by, Captain 
Kinglish. Commissioner Johnson nonrinat- 
ed Sergeant Thompson, but the name was 
withdrawn when it was made known that 
he was not physically able to serve. Patrol- 
man Harvey Bedford was placed in nomin- 
ation by Captain Brotherton, and the 
body proceeded to take a vote. 

Commissioners Stockdell, English, Beau- 
prie and Branan voted for Slaughter. Com- 
missioners Wing, Brotherton and Johnson 
voted for Bedford. Slaughter was then 
declared elected by a majority of one. The 
election was made unanimous on motion 
of Mayor. King. 

The board then proceeded to elect a 
sergeant to fill the vacancy caused by the 
promotion of Bradley Slaughter. As Was 
predicted by The Constitution, Abbott and 
Whittley were the leading candidates in 
the race. Captain English nomrinated the 
former and Mayor King nominated the 
latter. here were no other names placed 
before the board, and the same vote was 
Cast aS in the first election, resulting in 
the election of Abbott. 

Chief To Appoint Detectives. 

The board did not take upoh itself the 
task of appointing the men who will be 
the new detectives. Quite a lengthy dis- 
cussion was held on this point, and on 
motion ot Commissioner Johnson the selec- 
tion of the men will be left to Chief Con- 
nolly. It thought that the old men 
will be retained, but the chief has made no 
definite statement to this effect. 3 

President Joel Hurt, Vice President 
Woodruff and Superintendent H. N. Hurt, 
of the Consolidated Street Railway Com- 
pany, were present, and President Hurt 
made a speech before the meeting. He 
Stated that the report that he was using 
the detectives spotters on the street 
@Wars Was entirely erroncous, andthat such 
a plan would not work, because the conduc- 
tors aiready knew all the detectives in the 
city. It was true that the detectives 
used the spotters’ cards. for fares, which 
was done at the suggestion of Chairman 
Branan. He was perfectly willing to give 
the detectives free transportation on the 
cars, and was ready to agree to any sug- 
gestion the board might make that would 
not be inconsistent with the rules of the 
company. 

President Hurt also 
that one or two of the 
several occasions openly violated the rules 
of the company, and the matter was refer- 
ed back to the committee with instructions 
to conter again with the head of the Con- 
solidaied. 

Something of the Men. 

The election of Sergeant Slaughter to 
the head of the detective department was 
one that will reflect great credit on the 
department. He has been connected with 
the police department eight years, and dur- 
ing that period has always been loyal and 
attentive to his duties, and has made 
one of the best officers the force has ever 
had. He will put a new zeal and life into 
his new department, and it is safe to Say 
that Atlanta, under his administration, 
Will enjoy one of the most efficient detec- 
tive services in the history of the city. 

If there is a truly popular officer on the 
police force, or one who deserves promo- 
tion, it is John Abbott. He has beem on the 
force for sixteen years and has ntrade one 
of the best officers the city has ever had. 
He thoroughly undertsands every depart- 
ment of police work and will make an 
efficient sergeant. While he has made a 
hard fight for the place through the 
agency of his friends, vet he has won most- 
ly on his merit, which is a compliment 
creditably earned. 

A Change All Round. 

The electior has caused a change in the 
force from the rank of sergeant down. 
Chief Connolly Saturday issued the fol- 
lowing order, which takes effect immedi- 
ately: 

“Sergeant Bradley Slaughter having been 
detailed by the board as sergeant in charge 
of the detectives, and Callman J. N. A&- 
bott having been appointed sergeant, the 
following changes in the department have 
been ordered and will go into effect at 
once; 

‘1. Sergeant Abbott is detailed for duty 
on the morning watch in place of Sergeant 
Brenning, and will report to Captain Joy- 
ner for assignment to duty. 

2. Sergeant Brerning is transferred from 
the morning to the evening watch in place 
of sergeant Thompson, and wil! ri port to 
Captain Jennings for assignment to duty. 

“Ss. Sergeant Thompson is transferred 
from the evening to the day watch in place 
of Sergeant Slaughter, who has been de- 
tailed to the detective department. 

**4, Patrolrran Kwel L. Jett is detailed 
as acting’ sergeant during the absence of 
Sergeant Thompson.
